Doctor’s Check-Up. Just _ 
Before A Fight Is 
Not Sufficient Safeguard

: Sydney—A special Boxing Committee has recommended state government 
control of fighters, managers and promoters in Australia, but some critics denounce 
the proposal. The Committee was formed after the death, last September, of 
Victorian Lightweight Champion Archie Kemp in a title bout with Jack. Hassen at 
Sydney Stadium. 

The committee's report said examination by a doctor just before a fight is 
not sufficient safeguard for a boxer suffering from TB, VD or a number of other 
ailments. , It proposed case histories be set before 4 doctor several days before a 
fight, and) that every boxer undergo a thorough medical examination, including 
X-ray, at stated intervals.

London, Mar, 1.—Revaluation 
of the Russian Rouble In terma~ 
of Pound Sterling and the 
United States Dollar will not 
affect trade between Russia and 
countries In the Sterling area 
Alt trade between Russia and 
Sterling Arca countries Is con+ 
ducted on a basis of world 
prices and payment Is In Ster- 
ling. - 

The value of the Mouble tn 
terms of Sterling is now nearly 
double what it was before de- 
valuation last September. It 1a 
possible that economic conditions 
Inside Russia, resulting from 
revaluntion of the Rouble, might 
affect Russinn export prices, but 
if this fs felt nt all it: will be~ 
felt by the satellite countries and 
not in the Sterllng aren, 

Rurcin has recently Increased 
her purchases of raw matertala 
from the Sterling Arca, mainly 
for Malayan rubber and Aus- 
tralinn and New Zealand wool, 
It hag been estimated - that 
Russlan rubber purchases fn 
1949 were 105,000 tons, Most of 
{{ was Malayan rubber for 
which payment was mado In 
Sterling. —- 

Russia obtained large amounts 
of Sterling by falting to.fulfl 
the terms of the Anglo-Russian 
trade agreement of December 
1047. Under this contract * 
Russia wants to supply 
coarso grain in return | for 
machinery and equipment, 
but, having supplicd grain, she 
fnlled to place orders for the 
full amount of machinery. 
This left her with large Steg 
ing’ reserves, which she hag used 
to buy Empire raw materials. 

If Britnin fs affected at all 
by the Roublo revaluation it 
will be jn the cost of maintatn- 
ing British diplomatic and other 
missions In Rusa.

Brisbane, Mar. 1.—Two 
Brisbane scientists have dis- 
covered a method of detect- 
ing cyclones off Aust ralia’s 
coast from 12 to 24 hours 
cartier than the weather 
bureau can do now. 

Their plan is to vse modified 
x iamnopraphs instruments 

med for recording curth- 
quakes, 

If suceessful, 


the plan will 
revolutionise the forecasting, of 
cyclones, which will be of 
especial benefit to shipping. 

The scientists ure WH. Dra- 
yan, Professor ‘of Geolony at 
Queensland University, and Dr 
A, D, Jones, offle:r in charge 
of the University's celsmologi- 
col station, 

Discovery of the unsuspected 
use of the seismograph was 
made at Queens{and Universtiy. 
It is thought that a pulse of 
vertical alr beating on the 
waves at the heart of the cy- 
clone may be responsible for the 
distlncuve series of tracings of 
the stismopraphs. 

COST OF STATION 


Before the plan can be fully 
tested, the scientists said they 
will have to import some of the 
specinlly-made modified seismu- 
grapns from the United States. 
Cost of establishing one ¢x- 
periment station {fs estimated at 
£5,00u, 

Professor Bryan said “there 
Is no doubt of the relation be- 
tween cerlaln scismograph read- 
ings and the presence of 
cyclones.”
